The sawdust nuisance continues. 
The Truckee river, the finest stream 
of water in Neva ta, is being ruined 
by the saw mills along its banks. 
Time and time again the facts in 
the case have been represented, the 
evils strongly depicted, but still 
the nuisance continues un .bated. 
There ia certainly some way to put 
a stop to this curse inflicted upon 
the people of Nevada, and it should 
be done immediately. Av epidemic, 
deadly in its character, will be the 
result if this work is permitted to go 
on. The water is now so impure 
that those who use it only court 
sickness and death. Warm weather 
is coming on, which will aggravate 
the situation and populate our 
graveyards. Californians would 
speedily find a way tocheck the 
outrage if the case was reversed. 
No expense should be spared, and 
energetic measures should be im- 
mediately adopted and carried toa 
successful end, The welfare of the 
fish is a secondary consideration. 
Irrigating ditches are filled with 
debris from the mills, it is piled 
along the banks of the river, and 
after a time it goes through a state 
of fermeotation, generating a 
species of maggot and an intolera- 
bie stench. Some years ago, if we 
have been correctly informed, there 
was an appropriation made by the 
Nevada Legislature to be expended 
in effecting a settlement of the saw- 
dust question, and that the amount 
80 appropriated is still available for 
this purpose. If such is the case 
legal action should be taken with- 
out delay. Pure water is a great 
boon, and we can have it, and 


health also, if the sawdust nuisance 
is stopped. 


The most moving disclosure as to 
the dire effects of the Inter-State 
Commerce law vomes from Ohio. 
There it is alleged the area of recip- 
rocal good feeling, amicable seuti- 
ment and general amity existing 
between public officials and the 
railroad corporations has been 
wholly destroyed by the abolition 
of passes. 

It is alleged that since the passes 
of county auditors have been cut 
off, those officers have conceived 
the remarkable idea that railroad 
property is worth as much as any 
other real estate. The corporations 


are on the verge of having to pay 
full rates of taxation; aad the whole 
business of assessment and pay- 
ment of taxes is on the brink of 
being reduced toa vulgar business | 
basis. 

Likewise it is intimated that 
since pewapaper passes became 
ecarce and bard to get at, the press 
of Ohio has cultivated a remarka- 
ble frankvoess in giving the bald 
facts as to railroad accidents aud 
corporation fights with the corners 
wholly unrounded. This is also a 
very uncomfortable and displeasing 
experience fdr the railroad officials 
and produces much objurgation con- 
cerning that inferval law.“ 

It would not be surprising, says 
the Pittsburg Dispatch, if the Ohio 
railroads should discover, as the 
Pennsylvania roads have, that the 
law permits a certain degree of lib- 
erty in the issue of passes. But 
until they do so, the general public 
will be likely to grin and bear these

San ANTONIO, June 2. 

While Samuel G. Reed, a deserter 
from the army, while being led from 
the guard house here to-day to un- 
dergo trial by the Court Martial, 
broke away from the guards and fled. 
The guards sent a volley after him 
and he fell mortally wounded. Reed 
has a remarkable history,and he is be- 
lieved to have committed half a dozen 
murders. A few ago he and au- 
other deserter killed a rich Jew named 
Block at Matamoras. The murderers 
secured $10,000. Reed comes of a good 
family in Montgomery, Alabama. 


A Stubborn Prize Fight. 
New York, June 2. 

The third attempt to carry out the 
glove fight between Johnny Fibs, of 
Chicago, and John Reagan, of Brook- 
lyn, for $1,400 in stakes and gate re- 
ceipts, and a bet of $600 a side, which 
the pugilists made between them- 
selves, was successful early this morn- 
ing. The men fought for nearly three 
hours in the dancing pavilion, thirty 
miles up the Hudson river, and Rea- 
gan won by a kuock-out blow on 
File’s jaw. About 100 spectators were 
present. Both men fought cooly and 
carefully.

Mrs. Kissane Talks. 
San FrRancis0o, June 1. 

Since the fact of the whereabou's of 
the now widely notorious Wm. Kis- 
sane, alias Wm. K. Rodgers,was made 
known two days ago, newspaper men 
have visited his ranch abeut three 
miles from Sonoma. The house of 
Kissane is of stone with broad veran- 
dahs, aud is most charmingly situated. 
At his home are his wife and grown 
daughters. To the reporter to-day the 
wife of Kissane said: Gen. Francis 


Darr, to whom is ascribed the reopen- 
ing of Kissane’s eastern career, had 
made the exposure owing to Kiseane’s 
failure to pay a claim for 383, 4000 on ac- 
vount of the Chemical Bank of New 
York. Since the suit had actually 
been commenced the amount had 
dropped to 64,300.“ Mrs, Rodgers says 
General Darr and his wife had visited 
them at their house prior to the publi- 
cation of the details of her busband’s 
supposed career, as she claims, to take 
an inventery of their effects, bat had 
expressed only the most friendly per- 
sonal regard. Mrs. Rodgers was 
asked how she thought the affair 
would end? - “I know how it would 
have ended long ago if I had not 
begged and implored my husband for 
my sake and the sake of our children 
to leave the punishment of Darr’s 
malice and cruelty to some other hand 
than his own.“ She replied it is well 
for General Darr that Colonel Rodgers 
has a family around him, some of them 
little ones,or long before this he would 
have had to settle with a man whom 
he has pursued like a fiend for no 
cause, that we cao imagine, except a 
desire to extort money. She said her 
husband would defend the matter in 
the courts.

A terrible panic prevailed here yes- 
terday in the Catholic Cathedral, 
caused by the falling of a candle set- 


ting fire to one of the altars. The day 
being a religious holiday the church 
was crowded to overflowing, princi- 
pally with women and children. At 
the sight of the smoke the crowd be- 
came frantic and as usual scenes of 
a terror stricken, struggling mass of 
bumanity followed. Several children 
were killed and quite a number of wo- 
men seriously injured.
